Most desperate pirate band, has 


been wiped out in a 24-hour battle 
with 1,000 police and civilian volun- 
teers in the Sumatran fishing port 
of Bagan Siapiapi, eyewitnesses 
said upon arrival here today 

The band's 19 Malays and Chin- 
ese were killed, including the chief, 
Tan Teik Hvi, a 24-year-old Chin 
ese known as “the leper.” 

The gang, believed to have been 
responsible for most of the piracy 
in the Straits of Malacca in the last 
eight months, operated with fast 
motor launches, maintained its 
own ammunition dumps and had a 
wide-spread espionage system to 
report ship movements, 

Chinese merchants arriving from 
Bagan Siapiapi said the battle 
started when “the leper” walked 
into police headquarters there and 
killed two policemen in retaliation 
for the arrest of a member of his 
gang. 

Later in the day, police and citi- 
zen volunteers surrounded the pi- 
rate headquarters and began the 
fight which ended when the last 
pirate was dead.

rooms, and $42.50 to $45.50 for six- 
roomed houses. 

COUNCIL ALSO received a re 
port on the proposal from the De- 
partment of National Defence to 
erect 50 homes near the airport for 
occupancy by RCAF and army per- 
sonnel, Aldermen agreed in prin- 
ciple with terms proposed by the 
city commissioners for the transfer 
of 25 acres to the department for 
this project, and empuwered the 
commissioners to continue negotia- 
tions with defence department of 
ficials and report results of the ne. 
gotiations to council. 

A delegation from the Edmonton 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association 
headed by George W. Hazlett ex- 
pressed opposition to the scheme, 
and submitted the Dominion gov. 
ernment should pay full taxes on 
these homes. Mr. Hazlett said the 
organization was not opposed to the 


proposal as a housing scheme, but 
its members were of the opinion the 
Dominion government should be 
pressed to pay full taxes. 


Several aldermen-were of the 
opinion that the request for 250 
houses was too high, and motions 
setting the number at 150 and 100 
were defeated in successive votes, 


ALDERMAN H. E. TANNER re. 
quested information .egarding the 
sale of homes erected by Wartime 
Housing Ltd, for rental purposes, 
and asked the city commissioners 
if pressure was being brought to 
bear on tenants to purchase or va- 
cate. 

He said the Dominion govern. 
ment apeared to be getting out of 
the housing business, salvaging 
their commitments, and leaving the 
municipalities bearing their subsi- 
dization losses. He wanted a com- 
mitment from the Dominion au- 
thorities that the 250 houses to be 
erected under this proposal would 
not be offered for sale in a short 
time after their completion. 


City Commissioner John Hodg- 
| son informed council that the Cen- 
tral Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
poration had disposed of 100 of the 
1350 wartime houses built in the 
Norwood, Parkdale and Westwood 
districts. He added that officials 
of the company had informed the 
commissioners of the proposal to 
sell these homes, but had stated 
that present tenants would not be 
disturbed if they did not want to 
purchase the home, Sales, how- 
ever, would be made as the homes 
| became vacant, he stated. 


MAYOR HARRY AINLAY said 
he was not nearly so interested in 
the Central Mortgag+ and Hous- 
|ing Corporation’s rental housing 
proposal since the provincial gov- 
jernment decided not to partici- 
|pate. He told council that a sur- 
|vey had revealed there was not a 
single provincial government in the 
Dominion participating in the plan, 
| He recalled that Rt. Hon, C. D, 
| Howe, minister of reconstruction, 
when announcing the rental hous- 
ing plan, had intimated its success 
could only be effective through the 
co-operation of all levels of govern- 
ment. 

Ald. George Gleave, who moved 
the motion to ask for the 250 homes, 
told council that a delegation from 
the Dominion Command of the Ca- 
nadian Legion that waited on the

Airline to the Coast 

Since Edmonton, naturally and geo- 
graphically, is one of the great important air 
centres of the world, the Trans-Canada Air- 
lines decision to inaugurate a direct service 
between this city and Vancouver is no more 
than an inevitable step in the normal evolu- 


tion of air travel. 

Indeed, the only surprise in the announce- 
ment lies in the fact that it has been delayed 
so long. Nevertheless, belated as it is, the 
news is welcome and appreciated. 

It is hoped to have the new service in op- 
eration this year, although much preliminary 
work in the way of surveying various routes 
and the installing of radio equipment, has to 
be done. 

Certainly Edmonton people, no matter 
how useful the service will be to them, will 
not seek to hasten the project at the expense 
of utmost safety. 

For an almost unparalleled record of 
safety is one of the most valuable assets of 
Canadian aviation. Even speed takes second 
place to it, And the record should be pre- | 
served. 


New CBC Station | 


The news that a broadcasting studio will | 
be established in Edmonton to feed a new 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation station | 
at Lacombe will gratify the people of this 
community. 

Citizens who pay the radio license fee 
have a right to have ready access, in their re- 
ceiving sets, to the full CBC news and pro- | 
gram coverage. This has not been the case 
hitherto. The CBC regional station at Wat- | 
rous, Saskatchewan, can not be readily heard 
on most Edmonton sets. 

It is true that local stations carry much 
CBC matter. But the Lacombe station will 
enable Edmonton to hear all CBC network 
programs, as well as the products of local 
stations. The wider the choice of programs, 
the better the radio service. 

But the value of the new Lacombe station, | 
with studios in Edmonton, does not lie entire- 
ly in the listening end. This new arrange- 
ment.should offer much greater facilities for 
the network broadcasting of programs origi- | 


nating in Edmonton. 

There is real and substantial broadcasting 
talent in this area. It is hoped that the CBC | 
will make full use of it. 


Who Would Have to Pay? 

The tooting of locomotive whistles and 
the ringing of bells is a nuisance from which 
hundreds of Edmonton house-holders would 
gladly be freed. But these noise-making at- 
tachments are not put on the engines as or- 
naments, nor do the engine-men start them | 
screeching and clanging just for the pleasure 
of hearing them. The purpose is to keep in- | 
cautious motorists and other persons from 
getting killed at railway crossings — which 
purpose has not been altogether attained in 
Edmonton, despite the ear-splitting din of 
the whistles and bells. 

The question is: Would crossing accidents 
be more numerous if whistling and bell-ring- 
ing were stopped within the city limits by 
enactment of a bylaw, which the city council 
is to consider? The secretary of the Board of 
Transport Commissioners says records do 
not show that accidents increased when simi- 
lar bylaws were enacted and approved in 
other centres. 

None the less, council will be well advised 
to study the local situation well before pass- 
ing such a bylaw. Conditions here may be 
different from those in centres where pro- 
hibitory regulations have abolished the noise | 
nuisance with og be results. There are a 
multitude of railway crossings in this city, 
and at very few of them have the grades been 
separated. The Board, it is quite certain, 
would demand the placing of gates or watch- 
men at a good many of our level crossings be- 
fore sanctioning the silencing of warning | 
whistles and bells. 

Would the city be legally responsible if | 
an engine were to strike an automobile at a | 
crossing where the engine crew were forbid- | 
den by a city bylaw to blow the whistle or 
ring the bell? That is one point which should 
be settled very definitely.

Kindly Impulse

refusal are just as kindly and 
humanitarian as the impulse which 
moved the Attlee government to 
suggest the present plan in Eng- 
land 

The democratic system holds 
firmly to the principle of private 
enterprise under normal circum. 
stances and this position is en- 
dorsed by a majority of the Cana- 
dian people. It is part of our social 
and political philosophy that the 
professions and trades of Cana- 
dians should not be a government 
monopoly but should be unfettered 
in every possible respect 

This is probably the feeling that 
has operated more than anything 
else against state medicine 

It is axiomatic and fundamental, 
then, that the medical profession 
itself, like any other business or 
profession, should be given an op- 
portunity to regulate its own con- 
duct in the best public interest
